The first big step taken by Mr. 
Coolidge in execution of his plans to 
supply the country with a sufficient 
supply of bituminous coal in ev ent 
of a strike was the calling of a con­ 
ference at New York City August 
28 of state gov ernors, or their re­ 
presentativ es, to discuss preparations 
for the distribution of soft coal. 
Inv itations to the conference were 
dispatched by Federal Fuel Distrib­ 
utor Wadleigh to the gov ernors of 
the elev en New England and middle 
Atlantic states, the largest hard-coal 
consuming states. 
The states are 
Connecticut, Delaware, Maine, Mass­ 
achusetts, New Hampshire, New J e r ­ 
sey, New York, Pennsylv ania, Rhode 
Island, Vermont and Maryland. 
Reports on the first steps to be 
taken by th e president will not be 
witheld many hours if the deadlock 
between operators and miners con­ 
tinues. 
Despite the growing strike m en­ 
ace. gov ernment interv ention still Is 
remote. 
The president does not in­ 
tend to use a “ stuffed club,” and 
there is little he can do beyond fix­ 
ing the blame and at the same time 
educating th e public in the use of 
hard coal substitutes. 
But it was pointed out that the 
president has not yet directly ent e r ­ 
ed the situation personally, but has 
worked through 
his 
subordinates. 
Many believ e he is reserv ing a bold

Invitations to the conference were 
dispatched by Federal Fuel Distrib­ 
uto r Wadleigh to the governors of 
the eleven New England and middle 
Atlantic states, the largest hard-coal 
consuming states. 
The states are 
Connecticut, Delaware, Maine, Mass­ 
achusetts, New Hampshire, New J e r ­ 
sey, New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Vermont and Maryland. 
Reports on the first steps to be 
ta ken by the president will not be 
witheld many hours if the deadlock 
between operators and miners con­ 
tinues.
